limited to strictly military affairs to 
enable him to concentrate hi.s atten- 
tion at the war front.

cil government composed of repre- 
sentatives of various anti-Fascist po- 
litical parties took office immedntely.

capital, providing a respite from 12 
successive clays of insurgent artillery 
attacks.

Italians Move in 


IIENDAYE, France-Spanish Frontier, 


—(/I1)—More than 1,500 regular Italian 
artillerymen, their colors flying, pa- 
raded through San Sebastian, Spain, 
late Friday on their way to reinforce 
the insurgent attack on Bilbao, 48 
miles to the east. Insurgent officers 
.said the troops were members of the 
regular Italian army and that they 
were shifted with their heavy guns 
from the Madrid front.

that 
Gun. Emilio Mola's 


forces again had re-sorted to fire to 
force their way toward the Basque,1 
capital of Bilbao. Soldiers .sot fire to 
pine- forests, pushing forward as a wall 
of flame cleared their path. Many 
government soklier.s were burned to 
death.

down throe government planes.

Political Refugee Unable 


to Challenge Cardenas 
'Government Openly 


AFRAID TO" RETURN 
Seizure of Private and 
Church Estates Inspires 


Party to Revolt 


EL FASO, Texas—(NBA)—Gen Ni- 


colas Rodriguez, political refugee from 
Mexico, and leader of the "Gold 
Shirts," awaits his opportunity to re- 
turn to Mexico and rally his follow- 
ers in a march on the capital to pro- 
test against socialistic tendencies of the 
Cardenas government. 


Rodriguez, known as a revolution- 


ary figure in Mexico for many years 
sipped into the United States last Aug- 
ust and refused to return to Mexico 
under President Cardenas' recent am- 
nesty decree. He maintains a skeleton 
staff; of fellow-exiles, with whose help 
he directs the Gold Shirt movement in 
Mexico. 


He claims it numbers 800,000 follow- 


ers opposed to "Communism.". Mex- 
ican estimates place the number at 
nearer 5000. . 


Rodriguez denies any connection 


with Fascism, Italian or German varie- 
ty, and denies any relations with Gen 
Plutarco Callcs, former Mexican dic- 
tator also an exile in the United States 


"We arc Mexicanislas," Rodriguez 


asserts proudly,' and we 'have nothing 
in.common with the Fascists or any 
other organization." 


Clash With Reds 


The Gold Shirt movement—the mem- 


bers cal Ithemselves Los Dorados- 
was started by Rodriguez in 1934, to 
combat "the Red menace." 


Its first public apeparancc was in 


September, 1935, when 8000 of them as- 
sembled at a Mexico City meeting in 
the midst of a Communist demonstra- 
tion for a professor recently returned 
from Russia. There were deaths and 
injuries in the clash that followed. 


The movement, officially the Accion 


Rcvolucionaria Mexicanista, took its 
popular name form gold shirts with 
the A.R.M. insignia and Texas com- 
beros, which are its uniform. It was 
promptly outlawed by the Mexican 
government and driven underground. 


He was planning a "peaceful, unarm- 


ed march' 'on Mexico City with 500,000 
followers last August, to protest against 
Communism, Rodriguez declares, when 
the government discovered the plan. 


He was arrested and driven over the 


border into the United States, whence 
he is attempting to direct his organiza- 
tion by remote control and propaganda. 


Self-Educated 


The Gold Shirt leader is 42 and young 


looking de-spite graying temples and 
lines that are beginning to mark his 
face. Large and heavy-set, with mili- 
tary bearing, Rodriguez has personali- 
ty and charm. He is self-educated and 
speaks very little English. 


Since 1920, Rodriguez has been pop- 


ping in and out of the United States 
whenever Mexico got too hot for him. 
He was mixed up in a revolt against 
Obregon in 1922, and was sentenced to 
jail for violating the U. S. neutrality 
laws. 


In 1926, while attempting to invade 


lower California in another revolu- 
tionary venture, he was sentenced to 
two years in McNeli Island federal 
peniteniary, but was paroled for good 
behavior after 18 months. He return- 
ed again to Mexico. 


Seeing the socialistic turn of the 


present Cardenas government, the rise 
of Communist influence, the xpropria- 
tion of estates, the persecution of the 
churches, gave Rodriguez the idea for 
the present Gold Shirt organization. 


. Arming for Action 


Support of the A. R. M. comes from 


the "Fuorzas Vivas" or Industrialists, 
including all those who have some- 
thing to lose under the present regime, j 


It has a "Mexico for the Mexicans" ! 


policy and claims to lie out to protect 
the rights of all classes, not solely the 
working class. It would outlaw any 
sign or flag symbolizing an. idea con- 
trary to Mexican national ideals. 


A women's auxiliary of the Gold 


Shirts wears a crisp white nurses' un- 
iform, and the symbol of the organiza- 
tion is a ''ehimalU" or circular figure 
of tiger skin with fringe representing 
feathers from Quetzal, the mythical 
feathered serpent of ancient Mexico. 
The gold shirt was worn by the ancient 
Mexican "charros" or cowboys. 


Rodriguez predicts an early crisis 


in the affairs of Mevico, possibly re- 
solving itself into armed conflict be- 
tween government forces and others 
opposed to Communism and extreme 
Socialism. 


Claiming devotion in principle to 


revolution by cdi4cation, Rodriguez 
says he is preparing for armed action 
should that be necessary to yave the 
country from Communism.

first described by the famous bacter 
iologist, Robert Koch. 


We know now that there are at leas 


four different kinds of tubercle germs 
One kind affects human beings pri 
marily; another, cattle; the third affects 
birds, and the remaining kind, cold 
blooded animals such as frogs anc 
turtles. 


The germs that affect cattle are most 


like thflse that attack man, but the lat 
ter are more dangerous to a human 
being thap {o domestic animals, jus 
as the typ« that infects cattle is more 
dangerous to domestic animals than i 
ia to man. 


The cattle type, however, may infect 


human being?, especially children. In- 
deed, the bovine or cattle form ol 
tuberculosis is known to be Largely 
responsible {or tuberculosis of the 
bones, jointe and lymph glands ol 
children who, in the past, have been 
infected by drinking milk from infect- 
ed cows. 


Now that this has been recognized 


as a menace to health, it is customary 
to control milk supplies by subjecting 
cattle to die tuberculin test and by 
elmiuatjng from herds cows found to 


have the disease 


In Denmark, which has been most 


successful in suppressing tuberculosis 
among cattle, all animals are tested 
with tuberculin. Those found to be 
negative are kept in one place and 
those found to be positive in another. 
Calves from cows which react posi- 
tively are removed immediately after 
birth and reared on milk of healthy 
cows. 


All cows with tuberculosis of the j 


udder are killed and the farmer is re- : 
imbursed in an amount equivalent to 
one-fourtK of the meat value of the 
animal. The cattle found on examina- 
tion to be tuberculous also are killed.

Noticeable in Sun 


T h i s Year's Demonstra- 


tion Exceeds Record of 


20 Year's Standing 


By B. H, TICTON 


PASADENA. CnHf.~(/P)~Along with 


Iho fiim-spo(s which now show signs 
of exceeding records of more (him 20 
years, the .sun is also turbulent with 
huge flames. 


One gigantic blaze 577,000 miles high, 


morn than twice the height from earth 
lo moon, is reported by the Ml. Wilson 
observatory of the Carnegie institution. 


Whether the great fires are directly 


connected with (he spots is not known. 
But some huge flares of hot calcium 
gas which appear near the spot-f arc ap- 
parently closely related. These flares, 
incidentally, are known to cause fad- 
ing on short-wave radios. 


Pinnies Shoot, From Sun 


The flume!-', "prominences" 
to as- 


tronomers, shoot out from the edge of 
the sun with velocities of 150 miles 
a second. They ure photographed with 
u .vpoctrnhfliograijli, a device which 
.shut!-' out all but the edge of the sun, 
dealing an eclipse effect. They are 
compcscd largely of hydrogen, calcium 
and helium. 


"Prominences have three-dimension- 


al forms." >ays Dr .Edison Pettil of the 
observatory, "like the flat flame of an 
old fashioned lamp. They ure 3,700 to 
7.400 miles thick. Those shorter than 
117.000 mile.1! are rare, as are those more 
than 1175.000 mik-.s high" 


The next maximum of sun-spots, ac- 


cording to Dr. Seth B. Nicholson, "is 
not expected to occur before the end 
of 1937. The present cycle will un- 
doubtedly b much more active than 
the last and may even exceed the cycle 
whose maximum was in 1017." 


At the hr>ginning of a cycle the spots 


appear in high latitudes far from the 
nin's equator. They can best be trac- 
ed by (he calcium clouds which are 
near them, since the clouds are large 
and Mime of the spots too small to ap- 
pear in photographs—although many 
spots lire several times as large us the 
earth.
